of the persons into whose hands has fallen the
maohinery of party organizations is calculated
frequently to deter the better class of our citi-
zena from participating In political movements.
No suoh objection can possibly come between
the voter and his privileges as a citizen to-day.
But one issne is presented in this State—
Grant, the conqueror of the Rebsllion and the
advooate of Peace, is arrayed against
Beymour, the friend of rioters and
the sympathizer with Rebellion.

In voting for the
Grestest Captain of the Age, no man need
gacrifice his gelf-respect or imperil his stand-
ing before the world. 1f you have not done
your duty, do it without further delay, if the
hour which decides the fate of the nation has
not struck.

On Which Side is the Almighty?
Just before the October elections Mr. (feorge
H. Pendleton, despite the exigencies of the
oanvaes at home, made & tour through Illinois,
enaoting the rile of a prophet. Daring the
delivery of his speech at Springfield, and
while enumerating the States which Horatio
Beymour is to carry to-day, his omission of I1li-
nois was londly protested against by one of his
more savguine anditors, Baid Mr. Pendleton,
in responge, “Yes, and if God will give us the
power, Illinois, too I"

Will God give them the power? Will the
Almighty entrust to the tender mercies of the
Demooratio party the future of this great re-
publio and the permanent welfare of the human
race throughout the world!? These questions
eannot be answered till the hour of six has
struck. But the man who has faith in ho-
manity; who advocates liberty and equality
for all, becauge he demands liberty and
equality for himself ; who believes in the jus-
tice and meroy of God, and in the immuta-
bility of the laws by which the Creator governs
our race; who has read and pondered over the
bistory of the world and of our own conntry in
partionlar—cannot question the result, Ams-
rioan history, especially, is made radiant by
the hand of the Great Raler.

blacker and deeper with the lapse of years,
beoame 80 black and deep that the name of
our Liberty was made a byword and a re

prosch among the peoples of the earth, the
greatest calamity that oould befall & nation—
the soourge of civil war—was visited upon us
by the same controlling Power. Throughont
!._b.g terrific oonflict which ensued, the hand of
il s still visibié. If1heloyal army been sul-
fored to march from the Federal capital to the
Gulf in sixty days, as Mr. Seward professed to
believe that it would, the Union reatored
would have been buta Union in name, and
Liberty would have remained & reproaoch to us.
If viotery had perched upon our bauners from
the outset, the fetters of an oppressed race
would Lave been rivetied more tightly, their
bondage made more supreme and galling than

most anxions to avoid, by aronsing and
strepglhening the anti-British feeling which
exists in this country. It is useless to deny
the fact that the people of the United Stiates
do mnot and never have loved Nogland,
and the conduot of the  DBritish
Government and ruling classea duriog
the Rebellion has intensified our dislike, Wa
are anxions to avoid a rupture with that conn-
try, however, and would consider a war as a
very great misfortune; but there is a resoluts
determination in all sections of this Republio,
and among all classes of gociety, to hold the
British Government to a strict account for the
depredations committed by the Alabama, Mr.
Reverdy Johnson’s hand-shakings with Laird,
and bis hobnobbings with the British sympa-
thizers with the Raballion, have brought out
an expression of opinion on this subjeot
which iz emphlatic and unmistakable.
The most intelligent organs  of
British opinion see very plainly that Mr:
Johnson has perpetrated ablunder of the most
gigautle dimensions, and that those who have
been patronizing him in England with a view

of oblaining & rettlement of the points of dis- |

agreement between the two ocountries mosy
favorable to their own side of the guestion
have overreached themselves, The New York
Albien, the organ of British opinion in this
conntry, and unsuaally more British than the
Britizh themselves in its dizcussion of gues-
tions at issue between the two conntries, taked
the following correct and sensible view of
Minister Johngon's conduot:—

“Time and the pressure of many a political
diflicuity have combined (o overlay and
rmother up, as it were, the (rriiatlon hereapon
thut onee possessed far and wide the people of
this country. Mr. Johnson's nvarsl.rulnl}:ig of
his f‘““‘"’ will, wa apprehend, bring about its
revival; nay, we are sorry to percelve, through
the medipm of the press, that this result is
alréesdy wronght out In an unpromising
degree,"

Mr. Jobpson will need all the ‘*Christian
resiguation’ he can command to bear up
against the cepsures which his indiscretions
call forth from all quarters; and if he has any
remunants of the common gense which we onca
gave him credit for, he will give an exhibition
of it by packing his carpst-bag and coming

home as soon as possible, before he does mor
mischief,

ConeressMEX 10 nE FEuicrep,.—Amid the
excitement of a Presidential contest we have
forgotten that a Congressional eleclion takea
place in npearly sll the States of the Union,
and that on it hangs the complexion of the
next House of Representalives. There have
been elected only about gevenly members of
the lower house, so that its complexion ia left
to the States voting to-day. From the indica-
tions there can be no doubt but that the Repub-
lican party will maintain its two-thirds majori-
ty, and that, with the President in unison with

them, the wheels of government, so long
working inbarmoniously, will at last run
smoothly,

The Privilege of Voting.

I'ris a grand thing to be an Amerioan oltizan.
[t is & privilege of whioh any one might well
be prond. It is a dignity which shields a mao
from wrong and oppression, makes him an
equal in the deolsion of the national policy,
and snnobles him, as the order of the Golden
Ileaco ennobled the aristoorat of the ffteenth
oentury. It is only on such days as the pre.
sent that the full value of the right of citizen-
ghip esn be appreciated. It may be held to
be & small matter to have a voice in the eleo-
tion of a county olerk. But the value of the
right of suffrage i3 fully realized when, as
to-day, the people are enabled to decide who
will be the President and who the Vice Presi-
dent of the United States.

We beliove that this privilege s conaidersd
anored, and will be to-day enjoyed by every
one to whom it belongs. Wa do nol envy,
we oannpot respeot, the man who will remain
away from the polls when he has a right to be
there, and has a duty to perform by making
his influence as & good citizen feit. We wonld
nrge upon all onr readers who have not
voted that the national life iz only preserved
by the intervention and perzoual interest of
all good citizens. That State alone is safe in
whose welfare all take an interest. That oiti-
z¢n alone Is worthy of the proteotion of the
State who does his du'y in her management
by teeking to promote that line of policy
which his judgment approves.
voting is not a partisan one. All owe it to
themeelves to engage in it, and in this light
we believe many will go to the polls to-day,
aud act not as partisans but as patriota.

To atiempt to change it would
not, theretore, be a viola fun of the outh, eithes
legatly or morally, Under it we have the power
10 deprive any per on of rights, provided we do
not do #0 *‘on sccount of color, race, or provious
condinon.”

In eaying we *“uccept the civil and political
equality of al men,” do we declare that all
wen are equal in civil and pohitical vights? No;
we simply “‘accept” it—that is, we acquicsce in
the results of the war, Did we, who believed in

changed by the eventsof the war? No! We were
overpowered by the arms of the United States
and we “'sccepled” as one ol the traths settled
by the arbitrament of the sword that a Siate has
po right to secede.  Did we chauee our opinions
us8 to the power of Cougress, or the President by
proclamation, to abolish glavery ? No; we agree.d
to ‘taccept” the abolition of slavery as
one ot the facts eettled by the arbitrameut
ol ke sword, We took an oath to suppore the
Constitution of the Conederate States, Did we
violate our ow'h by serephing and acqulescing
in the destruction of the Confederate Constitu-
tion snd Governmenl? 1 apprebend no one
would s0 coptend, o we *accept" the ecivil
apd politieal equality of all men. How long?
Uuly uniil we bave powser o change this Con-
stitufion, which declares It—only so long as
this Copstitution 13 binding on us, By its own
terme we have a right “at all times” to chunge
it iu the mode 1tselt declares,

How loug do we agree not to deprive one
class of men, “‘on account of color, race, or pre-
vious condition,” of privileges und immunities
enjoyed by any other class of men? Ouly so
loug as this Constitution is binding on us—cnly
until we can change it by exercising “*the iuhe-
revt right of every free people to change their
form ot government,” which right we can exer-
clse “'ut all times,” In the mode prescribed by
the Counstitotion iteelf, b hd .
